DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
Claims 1-14 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 4. 

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: Claim 25 has 3 separate means plus function recitations of 
structure which lack antecendent basis in the specification. An identification of the 
specific corresponding structure to which applicant considers to be covered by his 
"means plus function" claim language is required by the examiner at this time. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 25 - 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Applicant's failure to identify the corresponding 
structure described in applicant's specification that corresponds to each of the means 
plus function clauses in claims 25 -35 renders the claims indefinite at this time. 
Applicant must amend there specification to identify the means plus function structure. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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Claims 15-24 are allowed. The prior art of record does not teach a noninvasive 
testing scheme that is triggered via detection of a cardiac event.
